It costs 49 cents more daily to 
educate a child in the independ- 
ently operated Atlanta school sys- 
tem than it does in Macon, where 
the city and county schools always 
have been operated as a single 
system, according to superintend- 
ents’ reports to the State Depart- 
ment of Education.

While Atlantans and Fulton| 
countians continue efforts to 
merge the schools of the city and} 
county to effect economy and ‘m- 
prove the systems, records show 
that Atlanta is the only large city 
in Georgia, with the exception of 
Columbus, that has a separate sys- 
tem from the county. 


Older than the state public 
school system itself are the single 
programs.in operation for Bibb, 
Richmond, Chatham and Glynn 
counties. One school system cov- 
ering the cities and counties in 
each of these counties was in op- 
eration prior.to establishment of 
the Georgia public school setup 
in 1871. They have never changed 
their’ plan of operation. 

All of them—Bibb and Macon, 
Richmond and Augusta, Chatham 
and Savannah and Glynn and 
Brunswick—have lower per capita 


and Fulton county, according to 
the reports from superintendents. 


Education Costs. 


The cost of educating each child 
in Atlanta is $1.12 per day for 
whites and 40 cents for Negroeé. 
The per capita cost for Macon chil- 
dren is 63 cents for whites and 
15 cents for Negroes. 


The cost for each child in Ful- 
ton county is 76 cents for whites 
and 34 cents for Negroes. The 
cost in Bibb county is the same 
as in Macon, 63 cents and 15 cents.

Russians Gain 


In Five Sectors, 


Lose Korosten| 


LONDON, Nov. 30,—(4)—The 
Russians* tonight announced the 
loss of the important railway junc- 
tion of Korosten, oJ miles east of 
Kiev, before the strongest German 
counterattack made in four months 
—a reinforced tank and infantry 
power drive which already had 
wrested Zhitomir from this west- 
ernmost salient of the Red army. 

The Soviet daily communique 


said only that “by order of the su- 
/preme command our troops aban- 


doned the town of Korosten and 
took up more advantageous posi- 
tions for defense.” 


The Russians had hinted at their 
plight as early as last Saturday 
when they reported that the Nazis 
had brought up eight tank divi- 
sions—perhaps 120,000 men-—te 
join the already powerful German 
forces who had been storming 
Russian lines for two weeks. Some 
Moscow said, 
came from Italy, Greece and Nor- 
way. 

Meanwhile, the Russians were 
plunging ahead in five other sec- 
tors. Pursuing the German Gomel 
garrison of -perhaps 20 divisions 
toward Zhlobin, the Russians cap- 
tured several populated places, 
said the communique, recorded by 
the Soviet monitor. 

Northwest of Gomel four popu- 
lated places were captured be- 
tween the Sozh and upper reaches 
of the Dnieper river.

Sews on Wedding Anniversary

The gentle, brown-eyed woman 
who married Leo Frank 30 years 
ago spent the anniversary of their 
wedding day yesterday as she 
sbends every Tuesday—sewing for 


the Red Cross. 

But as she sewed in a backroom 
in her church, hope which has 
smouldered in Lucille Frank’s 
heart for 28 years flamed anew— 
the hope that after her years of 
misery her husband will be prov- 
ed innocent. 

The basis for Mrs. Frank’s hope 
is the recently published  state- 
ment of Judge Arthur G. Powell 
that he knows who killed. Mary 
Phagan, and that it was not 
Frank. 

Grants Interview. 

A retiring sort of person, Mrs. 
Frank was hesitant about making 
any sort of statement, and granted 
an interview only after insistence 
of friends, 

“I'm in no position to demand 
anything of Judge Powell or of 
anybody,” Mrs. Frank said quiet 
ly. “I can only hope—hope as 
I have for years, that my husband 
will be proven innocent. 

“T know he was innocent—all 
thinking people know it. And 
every day for the past 28 years 
I haye been haunted by the ter- 
rible thing that was done to him. 
The stories about Judge Powell’s 
book have made it no fresher in 
my mind than it was before. I 
have lived and hoped and prayed 
that I would see him vindicated 
before the world.” 

Mrs. Frank, who now lives at 
an apartment hotel, spent 10 
years away from Atlanta shortly 
after the husband, to whom she 
had been married only two years, 
died at the hands of a mob near 
Marietta. 

Holds Head High. 

“Tl wasn’t trying to run away,” 
she pointed outwith a tremulous 
smile, and her eyes filled with 
tears. “You can’t. run away 
from memories. As for the pub- 
lic, I’ve always held my head

Mrs. Frank has no children and 
she fills most of her days with 
charitable works, sewing three 
days a week at The Temple for 
the Red Cross. Still youthful de 
spite the years lived with trag- 
edy, Mrs. Frank has a pretty, 
smooth face and hair only slightly 
threaded with silver. 

“Il haven't allowed 
be embittered,” she said.

Chinese Still 
Hold Changteh 


CHUNGKING, Wednesday, Dec. 
1—(7)—A general improvement 
of the situation in the critical 
“rice bow!” battle in northern Hu- 
-an province was indicated by the 
Chinese high command today in a 
special: communique reporting the 
recapture of several towns and the 
seizure of a large quantity of war 
supplies. 

It said the city of Changteh was 
“still firmly in Chinese hands”’ in 
the midst of bloody street fighting. 

The Chinese said they had re- 
captured the highway town of 
Taoyuan, 16 miles southwest of 
Changteh, and wiped out the Jap- 
anese garrison there. The town of 
Shihmen, 40 miles northwest of 
Changteh, again passed into Chi- 
nese hands after having been cap- 
tured and lost. 

Meanwhile Chinese pressing 
eastward closer to the Yangtze 
river recaptured several strategic 
points north of the Japanese 
strong points of Lihsien and 
Tsingshih. 

Poison Gas Charge. 

By forcing their way into the 
important rice supply city of 
Changteh Monday the Japanese 
threatened a pincer movement on 
Changsha from Changteh and Yo- 
chow, east of Tungting Lake. The 
Chinese said the enemy again used 
poison gas, airplanes and artillery 
and that both sides suffered heavy 
casualties in street fighting. 

The command said other Chi- 
nese troops operating behind the 
Japanese at Changteh, however, 
were moving toward the city, and 
it was hoped in Chungking that 
these troops might still be able 
to relieve the situation, which 
worsened just when it seemed 
the battered defenders of Chang- 
teh might succeed in breaking

Fritz Kreisler 
Is Acclaimed 


By EUGENIA BRIDGES HARTY. 
At the close of World War 1, a 


. young violinist who was Austrian 


by birth, German: by parentage, 
and little known in the southland, 
gave his first Atlanta concert at 
Wesley Memorial Hall. 


His local manager, S. Russell 
Bridges (the paternal half of the 
blame for this writer), presented 
the youthful virtuoso with fear 
and trembling on an artists’ series 
which included Sergei Rachmani- 
noff, Will Rogers, Elsie Janis and 
Geraldine Farrar—all for five 
bucks. 

But the violinist played to a ca- 
pacity house which cheered his 
peerless artistry — forgot his na- 
tionality—that night in 1920. 

Last night, a white-haired Fritz 
Kreisler played to another packed 
house here. As he strode onto the 
stage of the municipal auditorium 
—a great artist to the swish of his 
full-dress tails—the audience 
arose, almost as one, to pay shim 
just tribute. 

The auditorium overflowed with 
Kreisler fans, As many as could be 


squeezed in, sat upon the stage—- 


a concession which some other 
virtuosos will not make. But the 
grand artist, 23 years after his 
debut here, has no such tempera- 
mental prejudices. 

This time, he was presented on 
the All-Star series by the Atlanta 
Music Club whose manager, Mar- 
vin McDonald, felt not even a 
tremor of worry as to the recep- 
tion an Austro-German violinist 
would find here, though we are 
again at war with his countrymen, 

For not only is this country 
coming of age musically, but Fritz 
Kreisler is the master violinist of 
our day. Other virtuosos come 
and go. But the virility and sweep 
of Kreisler’s bow, the plasticity 
and sensitiveness of his melodic 
outline and his ravishing tone pro- 
duction are still the despair of 
dther world renowned artists. 

Last night he opened his con- 
cert with our national anthem, 
endowing the composition with 
unaccustomed dignity and ardor. 
Then, he breezed into the “Devil’s 
Trill” sonata of Tartini, making it 
memorable as he does everything 
he plays, not only by his technical 
skill, but even more so. by his 
knack of suffusing other people’s 
music with his own warm per- 
sonality.

FDR Landslide 


DONALSONVILLE, Ga., Nov. 
30.— (P)—A sentiment-sounding 
presidential preferential primary 
in rural Seminole county today 
gave 816 votes in favor of a fourth 
term for President Roosevelt and 
70 against on the basis of returns 
from three of five precincts. 

Twenty of the voters opposing a 
fqurth term expressed a prefer- 
ence for Senator Walter F. George, 


Democrat, Georgia, and five for 
Wendell Willkie, Republican stand- 
ard-bearer in the last presidential 
election... The others expressed no 
preference. 

There are 2,200 registered vot- 
ers in the county’s five precincts. 

The primary, called by the 
county’s Democratic executive 
committee, asked voters to indi- 
cate whether they favored or op- 
posed a fourth term for the Presi- 
dent. If they opposed it, they 
were asked to write in their 
choice. 

Seminole county, by the prt- 
mary, kept intact its record of 
1936 and 1940 as the first in the 
nation to sound its voter senti- 
ment in a presidential preferen- 
tial ballot. Both previous votes 
gave Roosevelt lopsided majori- 
ties. 

The county is located in south- 
west Georgia, a strong Democratic 
region.

If charges made by the War. Shipping Ad- 
ministration concerning union merchant sea- 
men are correct, one more incomprehensible 
chapter is added to the long story of labor 
stupidity. : 

According to the administration, the Sea- 
farers’ International Union and the Sailors’ 
Union of the Pacific refuse to comply with 
newly adopted regulations for medical exami- 
nations for all merchant seamen. An official 
of the unions is said by Captain Edward 
Macauley, deputy war shipping administrator, 
to have flatly refused to comply with the 
regulation in so far as 40,000 members of the 
seamen’s unions are concerned. 

There can be no reasonable ground for 
such an attitude. The medical examinations 
are for one purpose only, to preserve the health 
of crews of our ships and of troops in transit. 
Should a seaman with a contagious disease 
be allowed to sail on a troop transport the 
possibility of wholesale horror among our 
soldiers, our sons and brothers, on that ship 
is too fearful to contemplate. 

Furthermore, and again with only the safety 
of fellow crew members, cargoes or passengers, 
jt is unfair to permit any sailor, whether he 
belong to union or not, who is physically unfit 
to do his work to be included in any ship’s 
personnel. 

If the unionized seamen, for any reason 
whatsoever, refuse to comply with a simple 
order for regular medicaid examinations, the 
entire country will support the Shipping Ad- 
ministration in any steps that may be neces- 
sary to keep the ships sailing.

tical one. By calling a conference, tobe held 
here in the immediate future, of county com- 
missioners and wardens from throughout the 
state, they have thus indicated a desire to co- 
operate whole-heartedly with local officials, a 
circumstance which will make for greatly facil- 
itated progress in the realm of prison reform, 

There has never been any doubt but that 
the majority of the state’s local prison officials 
were both competent and conscientious. Nor 
has anyone ever. suggested they were not 
anxious to co-operate in any movement to 
rehabilitate the state and county prison 
systems with a ‘view to eliminating the unde- 
sirable features thereof 

Their suggestions will prove of great value 
to the Governor and Director of Corrections 
in their efforts to rebuild the state system 
and certainly we will not have accomplished 
much unless, as now is promised, the various 


‘county prison camps also profit from the re- 


form movement. . 


This Isn’t Communism 

There are certain publicists in this country 
who keep harping upon the dangers of Com- 
munism ana warning of direful results to fol- 
low any undue friendliness between this coun- 
try and Soviet Russia, which they picture as 
the epitome of communistic error. 

We read diatribes against these allegedly 
evil Communists and wonder if there can be 
any truth in the charge that, therein, is 
danger for us. 

And then we read, in a news dispatch from 
Kiev, Russia, of an advertisement appearing 
in the Kiev edition of Pravda, Communist party 
newspaper, inviting all who want to borrow 
from the Soviet bank in order to set up small 
private businesses, And to pay a small interest 
rate on the borrowed money until such time 
as they can repay the loans out uf profits. 

Now, whatever that may be, it is not Com- 
munism. There is no private enterprise under 
Communism, no interest on bank loans. All 
such things, under Communism, are handled 
by the state as a communal undertaking. 

In fact, what difference is there, in such 
a “rogram, from capitalism. That, in fact, is 
what it is. 

The Soviet may have been founded, origi- 


* nally, on a Communistic plan but it became 


evident several years ago that it had abandon- 
ed any such plan. That was when we learned 
Soviet banks paid interest on savings deposits. 

Whatever form of government they. have in 
Russia today, it is certainly not Communism. 
It sounds more like controlled capitalism than 
anything else. And, with all the government 
regulations over business now in force in this 
country who can describe our own system as 
other than controlled capitalism. The extent 
of control may differ, but the basic condition 
is the same. 

Wonder if some of our more. rabid Com- 
munists in this country,.as well as the Com< 
munist-baiters, have not been somewhat de- 
ceived as to conditions now prevailing in 
Russia? 


Great Publicity! 

Film Actress Laraine Day, following’ a 
recently completed tour of Army camps in this 
country, as an entertainer, complains that com- 
missioned officers so monopolized her time she 
saw mighty little of the plain GI Joes, the 
men she chiefly wanted to meet.

NEW NOVEL It was not until late afternoon of the next day 

that it came all of a’sudden. The furious man 
“ the tweed coat was_Mr. Norman Berg, Macmillan’s southern 
editor. 

Just a few days before he had come to my office and discussed 
a new novel. He had discussed it in his usual manner, which is to 
say, furiously. He had stamped up and down assuring me how 
much I would like it. 

He had, he said, been unable to read it sitting down. He said 
that he had to read it not merely standing up, but walking up 
and down. 

Then he lent me the book. 

It is “Arrival and Departure,” by Arthur Koestler. The fact 
Macmillan published it should not be held against Mr. Berg. He 
reacts in that manner to any book which interests him. 

’ I found the book absorbing. It is the story of a young fugitive 
from Nazi prisons and tortures. He escapes to a neutral country, 
——— the scars, physical and mental, of his sufferings at their 

ands. 

The book is his story as told to the psychologist and psychiatrist 
who takes him, paralyzed and sick from collapse, and brings him 
back to health again by hearing his story and analyzing it. The 
doctor, a woman, was a most distasteful sort of person to me, and 
not on account of her morals which, by the way, do not enter into 
her treatment of the case. 

At any rate, the book is swiftly moving, somewhat morbidly 


done out of a story morbid and, perhaps, pathological. I guarantee: 


it will make an impression on one as deep as any ever left by one 
of the great Russian novelists of the pre-Lenin-Stalin period, 

I slept after the explanation came, forgiving Mr. Berg for coming 
into my feverish dreams like a lion. That is his way. 


DIFFERENT ENDING The book has an ending which is, I 

thought until a day ago, different. 
Now I don’t know. The psychiatrist “cures” the young man so that 
he comes back to physical activity. He is taken in by one of the 
committees to aid exiles and he is fed and cared for until a reser- 


vation is available on a ship to the United States. 
He gets aboard. But somehow the ship isn’t what he pictured. 


And so, 
and I will not go into it. 


at the last moment—but that is the ending of the book 
Perhaps it is not different, after all. I 


think he demonstrates that he was not cured, that he, and millions 
like him, will never be cured, but will always do much of the 
suffering and the dying for those more realistic, or shall we say, less 


realistic. 


Anyhow, I recommend the book if you care for one in the de- 
pressing-exhilarating old Russian style which leaves one exhausted 


and yet with a sense of strength, 
Only do not read it before you have a fever.

60 Per Cent. 

In making paper, the mills like 
to use 60 per cent old scrap paper 
and 40 per cent new pulp. That 
means, 60 per cent of all paper, in 
whatever form it is used, must be 
saved and sent back to the mills 
if we are not to suffer increasing 
paper shortage. 

So, save all your old newspapers 
and magazines. Save the paper 
bags and the wrapping paper 
around the things you buy at the 
stores.

When you have a load, take it 
to the nearest school. From there 
it will be put in the right chan- 
nels to go back to the paper mills, 
for reconversion into new, usable 
paper. 

Or, if you insist on collecting a 
few cents for your trouble and if 
you can afford the gasoline, take 
it to an old paper dealer. He'll 
pay you the regulation price.

This appeal-for the saving of 
old paper is but one of the many 
things we are asked, urged, be- 
sought to do to help in the war 
program. Not one of them, alone, 
can win the war. We know that. 
But all together, with all of us 
pulling in unity, they can win the 
war, 

So don’t get discouraged. Keep 
on plugging, day after day, and, 
perhaps, sooner than you expect, 
the victory will be won. 

However, I do object to some of 
the copy turned out by patriotic 
and well-meaning advertising 
men, dealing with these various 
activities connected with the war 
effort. 

The type of advertising copy to 
which I object is along this line: 

“Buy bonds and win the war.” 

“Save old tin cans and win the 
war.” 

“Give to the United Fund and 
win the war.” 

And so on and so on. 

Such slogans are misleading. 
You can’t win the war by any 
single effort, no matter how nec- 
essary and desirable. No more 
than any one of us can win the 
war alone. It takes a united na- 
tion, all pulling together, devoting 
all its strength and thought and 
effort to the task, to win a war 
such as this. <. 

It would be nice if we could 
“win the war” as intimated in 
some of the advertising. But, if 
this were true, if we “won the 
war” every time we did as ad- 
vised, even then it would be dis- 
couraging. 

For the trouble would be, no 
matter how often we thus “won” 
it, the durn thing wouldn’t stay 
won! 

Blood and courage and planes 
and ships and guns and bombs 
and death and unflinching deter- 
mination — those constitute the 
only road by which the war may 
be won.

° WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Shift In 30. — If the all-per- 
Opinion vading subject of 

conversation in offi- 
cial Washington is a criterion the 
intimate discussions between the 
big three—Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin—if and when they oc- 
cur, will relate principally to the 
time and form of German capitu- 
lation, and methods by which 
this end can be hastened. 

Talk with a variety of Allied 
personages within the past few 
days has ‘disclosed a _ significant 
shift in opinion as to what may 
be expected to happen in Ger- 
many. Until very recently there 
was a strong .consensus that a 
German internal crackup was 
close at’ hand and that it most 
likely would take the form of a 
coup against Hitler, engineered by 
a combination of conservative 
military, industrial and religious 
elements, 

Due principally to information 
supplied by the excellent British 
and Russian spy systems, the hope 
that there ever will be a break 
within the German military hier- 
archy has almost. completely 
faded out. The former German 
industrial tycoons, now mostly 
impoverished and powerless, and 
virtually all of the religionists are 
reported definitely convinced 
that the war is lost and search- 
ing for the lest painful way out, 
but there is no chance whatever 
of these groups gaining control. 

There have been plenty of 
quarrels between Hitler and in- 
dividual generals who were sup- 
posed to .be powerful—Brauch- 
itsch and Bock, for example—but 
in every one of these it was the 
general who took the rap.

Junker generals has been aban- 
doned for several reasons. The 
generals now holding the top po- 
sitions, such as Keitel and Jodl, 
know that they are themselves so 
involved in Hitler’s crimes that 
they will share any retribution 
that is meted out to him. More- 
over, British and Russian reports 
say there is no group of generals 
sufficiently united to swing the 
army against Hitler, even if they 
tried. Not only have former Nazi 
gangsters, such as Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel, risen to divide 
the high command but promotions 
in the lower ranks, both of com- 
missioned and non-commissioned 
officers, have hinged in large part 
on loyalty to the Nazi regime. 

Pointing out that the ruling 
Nazis all are of the same fanati- 
cal breed, a recent British offi- 
cial statement conjectures that 
they not only will never sur- 
render voluntarily, but that they 
will go ‘out finally in a wave of 
atrocities. 

“A private, reliable report 
which has recently reached Lon- 
don,” this statement says, “de- 
scribes how a German official, 
having become very friendly with 
a foreign worker, gave him the 
firm warning that when the Nazi 
leaders realize that the game is 
finally up, a wholesale massacre 
of foreign workers in’ Germany 
will probably take place. The 
official told his friend that ‘when 
that day comes,’ he must imme- 
diately go into hiding and try to 
make his way to his own coun- 
try.”

? slaughter this 
To Japan: statement pre- 


dicts the top Nazis will attempt 
to escape. There is substantial 
ground for believing, it says, that 
“there are submarines entirely 
manned by S. S. men ready to 
convey the Nazi leaders and tech- 
nical experts to Japan, where they 
could make themselves useful, to 
await their comeback in a dis- 
tracted Europe ying out for 
leadership against Bolshevism.” 

With views of this sort increas- 
ingly prevalent it is entirely im- 
probable that Roosevelt, Church- 
ill and Stalin will waste their 
breath by appealing, as President 
Wilson did so successfully in 
1918, for the German people to 
rise against their masters. Nor 
are they likely to offer promises 
of democratic freedom even if 
the Nazis should be thrown out. 
If there is one point certainly de- 
termined among the Allied Na- 
tions, it is that Germany must be 
subjected to a complete military 
occupation until such time as 
Nazism is extirpated down to its 
last root. _ 

It is logical to expect, therefore, 
that the big three will confine 
themselves to whittling at the 
Nazis, diplomatically and _ mili- 
tarily, from without. Certainly, 
they will continue to devote much 
attention to the Nazi satellites. 
The one statement from the re- 
cent Moscow conferences, per- 
sonally signed by Roosevelt, 
Stalin and Churchill, was a 
promise of independence to Aus- 
tria, provided the people of that 
emg | show an inclination to 
help themselves. 

The recent bombing of Sofia, 
the Bulgarian capital, was a per- 
suader of a different sort.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
RETRIBUTION AT LAST WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Ger- 


many, which has been the incte 
bator of three great wars in the past three-quarters of a century, is 
now getting its first real taste of the bitter fruits of war. 

Berlin, which is the symbol of German militarism and the center 

| from which so many wars and acts of barbarism 
have been spewed upon the earth, has itself 
. escaped for six centuries. , 

Not even in the last World War, which saw 
Germany defeated, was her territory invaded in 
the sense that a conquering army marches 
through a country and leaves. a path of devas- 
tation in its wake. 
fighting on French soil when surrender came in 
1918. 

Consequently, the German people, for the first 
time in many generations, are coming to learn 
what war really means. All of the death and 
destruction they have imposed on other peoples 
over the years is now being returned to thém in 
unhappy retribution. : 

Although an invading army is yet to set foot 
on German soil in the present war, the country, 
through the medium of Allied bombers, is being 

systematically destroyed. 

Berlin has beén laid waste by a single week of bombing opera- 
tions. One-third of the city is estimated to have been destroyed, 
hundreds of thousands of civilians and munitions workers have been 
left homeless and hungry, tens of thousands have been killed and 
wounded, while a mass evacuation of the nerve center of the Reich 
is now under way. 


ONLY ONE OF MANY The damage inflicted on Berlin dur 
ing the past week was undoubtedly 


greater in point of civilian property destroyed than the total suf- 
fered by Germany in the last war. And Berlin is only one of many 
German cities which have felt the weight of Allied bombs. Ham- 
burg, second-largest city in the Reich, has been reduced to rubble. 
Cologne has received almost: equal treatment. 

Property damage in the Reich caused by Allied bombers must 
run into the billions. An appalling number of lives must have been 
lost. Yet the worst is still to come. 

The German people, at long last, must have come to learn by 
this time that war is not the sublime adventure which their military 
leaders have persuaded them to believe in the past. For the first 
time in a century or more they are being made to drink of the 
same bitter cup of war-bred anguish which their victims have drunk 
over the years. 

Thty have come to learn that the solemn promises of Hifler and 
Goering about German invincibility, about no bombs ever falling on 
the Reich, were but shallow boastings. 


MUST HAVE EFFECT How far all of this will go in rid 
ding the German people of their tra 


ditional war phychosis cannot be foretold for the moment, but is 
is inconceivable that it will not have a beneficial effect. 


One of the chief complaints made by hard-boiled military men 
has been that the last war ended too soon. The present conflict 
would never have come, it is contended, if an Allied army had been 
permitted to march all the way to Berlin. 

However hard the Versailles peace terms may have seemed, the 
German people were never made to realize what war is really like. 
As a matter of fact, they came out of the conflict far better off 
than the French, much of whose country was overrun and destroyed. 
France, the victor, suffered the horrible consequences of war; Ger- 
many, the loser, ended with her cities and industries intact. 

Now that the rank and file of the 


TEACHING A LESSON 
German people are being made to 


suffer the real horrors of war, the hope springs up that, once the 
present holocaust is over, they will be more willing to abandon their 
bellicose attitude of the past. Certainly we should not spare any 
means of teaching them a lesson they will not soon forget. 

The assault on Berlin is the most valuable move: we could make 
in this direction. As the symbol and nerve center of Nazism, its 
destruction must be the final proof to even the most obsessed Ger- 
man that war is a horrible and futile thing. 

But the destruction of the chief city of the Reich should have 
another meaning far more important in relation to the ultimate end 
of the war. Thinking Germans must realize that if the worshiped 
military machine cannot save Berlin, neither can it save Hitlerism 
from complete defeat. . 


ALL DEFENSELESS When the symbol and nerve center of 


a nation is gone, what can other cities 
of the country expect as to their fate? Berlin’s destruction is bound 
to have the most demoralizing effect on the German nation as a 
whole. The only wonder is that it was not nicked for annihilation 
instead of Hamburg some months ago. Subsequent events have 
shown it could have been destroyed just as easily. The delay has 
permitted the Germans to transfer many of the key functions which 
were establisher there. 

Perhaps the best explanation is that President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churcill purposely reserved the capital for a time 
when its destruction would have the greatest psychological value. 
We may shortly see the timing back of it all when the expected 
joint declaration from the President, the Prime Minister and Mar- 
shal Stalin, now reported to be conferring, tis forthcoming.

Blackout Test 
‘Near Perfect’ 


Civilian defense workers in the 
Atlanta metropolitan area—in- 
cluding 4,000 wardens and 300 
first aid volunteers—received a 
real test of their ability to give 
efficient performance during an 
air raid in the blackout last night. 
In the end, George L. Phillips, di- 
rector of civilian defense for this 
area, said the performance was 
well-nigh perfect. 

The first blue warning came at 
9:30 p. m. Ten minutes later the 
red, or danger, warning sounded. 
At 10 o’clock ‘the second blue 
warning sounded and five minutes 
later came the “all clear’ signal. 

“We observed the blackout from 
the top of Rhodes-Haverty build- 
ing,” said Phillips. “Through field 
glasses we could see over the en- 
tire city and the response was 
99 per cent. So far as we could 
detect through the glasses, there 
were only three violations in the 
entire city.” 

The workout included simulated 
fires in every section of the city, 
flares simulating bombs in many 
parts of the city. and “incidents, 
simulating accidents, in vicinity of 
each of the 48 first aid stations 
throughout the city. 

There were 10 simulated fires— 
one each in Ansley Park, Druid 
Hills, Grant Park, East Lake, 
Howell Mill road, Lakewood 
Heights, Cascade Heights and 
Techwood and two in West End. 
In every case, Phillips said that 


prompt and effective response. 

There were also 200 railroad 
flares set about the city to test the 
ability of the air raid wardens and 
their pumping apparatus. In 
these cases, to6, Phillips said the 
response was first class, 

In the case of the first-aid sta- 
itons, Phillips said that the simu- 
lated accidents, like fainting, bro- 
ken legs and severe bleeding and 
burns, called for effective action 
on the part of first-aid volun- 
teers, who gave treatment and ap- 
plied bandages’ in an efficient 
manner. F 

“Tl wish to congratulate our 
4,000 air raid wardens and our 300 
first-aiders on their work tonight,” 
said Phillips. “We are highly 
pleased with the way they carried 
on. It was about as nearly perfect 
as we can hope to make it. And 
please let me thank the people of 
this area for the way they co-oper- 
ated with us. The Army officials, 
I think, will join me in this word 
of praise.”

Jap Supply Anchor 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 


Wednesday, Dec. 1—(AP)—Australian jungle fighters push- 
ing north from Finschafen have captured Bonga, the seaward 
anchor of the Japanese principal supply line on the north- 
eastern New Guinea coast, and its fall without a struggle has 
deprived the enemy of another hold on the Huon peninsula. 


The Australians occupied Bonga 
the morning of November 29, Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique said, and also took 
Gusika in their general sweep 
which carried them to the south 
bank of Kalueng river. 

A headquarters spokesman said 
that before the final success 
achieved at Bonga, Allied forces 
were obliged to overcome enemy 
resistance a thousand yards south 
of the river. 

The Allied advance along the 
coast was paralleled by the inland 
push northward from Sattelberg, 
which was taken from the Japa. 
nese November 26, toward Wareo 
which is the western hub of the 
trail from Bonga. 

This interior force was reported 
to have reached the _ suspension 
bridge over the Song river and to 
have crossed against enemy re- 
sistance. 

With Bonga in their possession, 
the coastal troops turned westward 
along the south bank of the Ka- 
lueng river, driving toward a 
juncture with the force advancing 
on Wareo. 

The Huon peninsula ground 
units received distant support 
from Allied light warships—prob- 
ably destroyers—which for the 
first time ventured north of Vi- 
tiaz strait to bombard Sio harbor 
and environs the night of Novem- 
ber 29-30.‘Sio is on the north 
coast of New Huon peninsula.

The President’s Committee on

You’ve been told so many times 
perhaps you now know that vita- 
min A is the vitamin that protects 
the eyesight and protects against 
colds, and other diseases of the 
respiratory organs. You know you 
can buy it in tablet form, but did 
you know that liver, carrots, kale, 
turnip greens, spinach, chard, 
sweet potatoes and tomatoes are 
rich in this vitamin?

Thus it has been 
called the “vitamin of morale.” 
But as important, in fact fearful, 
as this sounds, it settles down into 
something rather simple and- un- 
derstandable when we realize that 
many common foods contain vita- 
min B. Yeast is rich in it, but all 
yeasts are not of equal value. All 
whole grains are excellent sources: 
whole wheat bread, whole rve 
bread, yellow corn meal, brown 
rice, oatmeal, tomatoes, raw cab- 
bage, fresh spinach, beans and 
peas are good sources. All animal 
tissues, meaning meats, contain it, 
but animal organs, such as liver, 
sweetbreads, brain and kidney are 
much richer in vitamin B than the 
muscular meats. Incidentally, 
these glandular meats now are 
nonrationed or cost fewer points 
than other cuts. 

The citrus fruits, oranges, grape- 
fruit and lemons, and fresh raw 
cabbage and tomatoes are the rich- 
est sources of vitamin C. Fresh 
raw apples, baked potatoes, sweet 
and Irish, cooked spinach, green 
cooked peas and white turnips are 
good sources, though not as good 
as the excellent sources first men- 
tioned. 

Just this much simple talk about 
vitamins shows they not only 
come in foods, but that the every- 
day foods are rich sources of them. 
Of course the vitamins in foods 
may be impaired or lost by poor 
storage and poor cooking methods. 
But a general rule to follow is: 
Cook no longer than is necessary 
to make the vitamin-rich food edi-

Exercise Develops Muscles, 


Makes for 


You’d swing into calisthenics 
with a vim if you knew you could 
build up the bust and slim down 
the hips. That’s exactly what ex- 
ercise will do. But it all sounds 
so unreasonable that you may 
take some convincmg. So here 
we go again. 

The breasts are glands and the 
normal size of the bust depends 
primarily on glandular function- 
ing. But they are supported by 
the pectoral muscles which lie just 
underneath and spread fanwise 
across the chest. These muscles 
insert in the upper arm and shoul- 
der and can be toned by arm 
exercises, 

By stimulating the circulation 
in this area, you can fill out the 
chest, firm the tissues, and lift 
the contour. Don’t worry about 
reducing the bust with exercise. 
You can’t do it. The overly-large 
bust can be reduced only by re- 
ducing the weight generally. Or, 
if the bust is too large, don’t 
worry about the effect of exercise 
—exercise don’t grow fat. 

Some of the hip-spread is caused 
by flabbiness of the powerful hip 
muscles. With exercise, you .put 
the tone back in them and the bet- 
ter the tone, the less the spread. 

You can lose inches without re- 
ducing the weight by taking the 
specific exercise you need.

in the right places on a combina- 
tion of diet and exercise. This 
exercise program will build you 
up and trim you down. 

1. Open a door and stand with 
the back against the edge of the 
door itself, so that you get a free 
backsking of the arms on either 
side of the door. Try to flatten 
the entire spine against the door- 
edge and keep it there while 
swinging alternate arms uP: 
around, and back down, in rhyth- 
mic swoops. Be sure to make the 
swings from the shoulders. Begin 
with 10 counts, later on 20, grad- 
ually 50, 

2. Lie face downward, full 
length on floor, arms stretched up 
and legs straight down. Tense the 
hip muscles and keep one leg per- 
fectly motionless on the floor as 
you slowly raise the other back- 
ward from the hip. Hold, then 
lower. Repeat with other leg and 
continue for 10 counts, 

3. Lie on floor on right side, 
head pillowed on right arm, left 
arm straight down at side with 
hand resting on thigh, both legs 
straight down with the left on 
top. Swing left arm and leg si- 
multaneously, up in front, in line 
with each other, then back and 
out. Try to keep the arm and leg 
swinging in line and do it rhyth- 
mically. Repeat for 10 counts, 
rest, and continue on other side 
for 10 more. Gradually increase 


the count to 40.

Dutch Art Exhibit 
At High Museum 


An outstanding feature of the 
exhibition of Modern Dutch Art 
which will open at the High Mu- 
seum on Friday will be the visit 


of Colonel C. Giebel, commander 
of the Netherlands Military Fly- 
ing School, now conducted at Jack- 
son, Miss. Colonel Giebel, who 
is being sent to Atlanta by the 
Netherlands government-in-exile, 
will speak on “Dutch Tradititon.” 
Accompanied by six of his staff 
officers, Colonel Giebe] will offi- 
cially open the exhibition which 
is sent to certain museums 
throughout the United States un- 
der the distinguished patronage of 
her royal highness, Princess Ju- 
liana.

| Nimitz, On Tarawa, 
£9 Pledges Other Blows 


WITH THE 


(Delayed) —(AP)—Admira]l 


U. S. MARINES ON TARAWA, Nov. 27.— = 
Chester W. 


Nimitz, commander 


of the mid-Pacific area, visited battle-scarred Tarawa atoll 


of the Gilbert Islands today. 

After inspecting the 
ground, still littered with wreck- 
age and smelling of death, he said 
Tarawa was the most difficult at- 
tack United States forces had yet 
made in the Pacific, but it augured 
well for the future that we were 
able to crack this heavily defend- 
ed Japanese position. 

The admiral hinted at future 
central Pacific offensives and that 
there would be no rest following 
the capture of Tarawa by declar- 
ing, “we shail continue constant 
pressure on the Japs.” 

Tarawa was one of the atolls in 
the Gilberts invaded a week ago, 
to start the long expected mid- 
Pacific offensive. 


Tarawa Important. 


Admiral Nimitz said specifically 
that we will continue to hit the 
Marshall islands, the oft-bombed 
island chain to“ the north. The 
Tarawa airfield, he said, will be a 
highly important offensive factor 
in carrying the war deeper into 
the enemy’s Pacific empire, 

After viewing the enemy’s 
wrecked fortifications, Nimitz said 
he understood better the courage 
of the Marines who dug the Jap- 
anese out of this stronghold. 


“I have learned more than I 
ever knew before of what the 
Japs can do,” said the commander- 
in-chief of the Pacific fleet. “I am 
highly impressed by the highly or- 
Banized defense of this smail is- 
land and the large number of 
troops they had on it.” 

The admiral said he was afraid 
the American people were not suf- 
ficiently impresse d with the 
toughness of the battle for Tarawa 
because it was over in three days, 


“Japs Barely Touched.” 


“The Japs haven’t lost the will 
to fight,” he continued. 

He emphasized that “their army 
has barely been touched, they’re 
well trained and full of fight.”

CAIRO, Nov. 30.—(#)—Franz 
Von Papen, veteran diplomatic 
troubleshooter for the Nazis who 
has been ambassador to strategic 
Turkey since 1939, may shortly 
succeed Joachim Von Ribbentrop, 
one-time wine salesman, as Ger- 
man foreign minister, reports from 
Istanbul indicated tonight. 

Hungarian diplomatic circles are 
said to have spilled the secret. 

Since his departure from Belin 
and returning to his post at An- 
kara, Von Papen is reported to 
have visited numerous satellite 
centers, including Bratislava, capi- 
tal of Slovakia, Bucharest, Buda- 
pest, Vienna and Rome. 

This is a roundabout route for 
Von Papen to be taking back to 
Turkey. 

It. is believed in. Istanbul that 
Von Ribbentrop has fallen out of 
favor because he has been unable 
to whip up sufficient satellite en- 
thusiasm in the face of recent 
Russian military successes. Thus 
Von Papen, on his circuitous jour- 
ney, may have been attempting to 
do a better job. 

The newspaper La Suisse in 
Bern, Switzerland, said Tuesday 
that there were rumors in Buda- 
pest that Von Ribbentrop already 
had resigned upon the demand of 
army generals.

The commission reduced the 
of acute labor shortage 
areas from 77 to 69, reversing a 
steady trend, and said the action 
was closely related to “cutbacks” 
—termination of war contracts by 
the government. 


William Haber, WMC assistant 
executive director, gave the fol- 
lowing manpower estimates at a 
press conference: 


1. The known cutbacks. now 
taking place and definitely sched- 
uled for the next three months 
will release from ‘120,000 to 150,- 
000 workers, 


2. The armed forces now are 
discharging into’ civilian life 
about 70,000 persons a months 
half of them directly from hos- 
pital beds. These are being 
taken into industry in large 
numbers. 


Critical Industries. 


3. But nearly 500,000 new 
workers will be urgently needed 
within the next five or six weeks 
in certain critical industries: For 
example, 80,000 in = radio and 
radar, 60,000 coal miners, 60,000 
lumber workers, 9,000 meat. pack- 
ers, and 5,700 in ball-bearing 
plants. 


The demand for more workers, 
Haber said, also includes these 
activities: Aircraft, smelting, 
foundries, forge shops, construc- 
tion of high-octane gasoline plants, 
trucks and tractors, synthetic 
rubber, shipbuilding: and partic- 
ularly ship repairing in the 
northwest, certain secret con- 
struction ‘projects, and_ critical 
civilian occupations such as rail- 
roading. 

Haber said workers affected by 
cutbacks “can get jobs’—if not 
in the same communities, then 
elsewhere. 


In one’ city as an experiment, 
he reported, “we obtained other 
jobs for the 500 people employed 
in a plant before announcement 
of a cutback in that plant.” 


Labor Market Areas. 


The list of labor market areas, 
now totalling 385, is divided into 
four groups: 

Group I, which decreased to- 
day from 77 to 69 areas, is com- 
posed of areas where an acute 
labor shortage is current or ex- 
No 
new contracts are supposed to go 
to such areas, and present con- 
tracts may be cancelled in plants 
where it appears impossible to 
fill them. 


In Group II, which increased 
from 108 to 124 areas, are the dis- 
tricts where labor supply and de- 
mand are approximately in bal- 
ance, or where an acute shortage 
is expected within six months. 
No new contracts are supposed 
to go to those areas. 

Group III includes areas where 
a slight labor surplus will re- 
six months, and 
Group IV those in which a sub- 
stantial surplus will remain after 
six months.

Immediately after his surrender 
to an FBI agent, Baldwin was ar- 
raigned and released under $2,000 
cash bond pending trial.on a 
charge of violating the national 
motor vehicle theft act. 

A brother, Theodore Alfred 
Baldwin, Columbus, Ohio, plead- 
ed guilty in federal court at Co- 
lumbus July 2 and received a 20- 
year sentence on charges of about 
25 automobile thefts. Another 
brother, John Edward Baldwin,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—() 
Lieutenant General Alexander A. 
Vandegrift today was appointed 
commandant of the Marine Corps, 


effective January 1, in succession 
to Lieutenant General Thomas 
Holcomb, retiring because of age. 

Announcement of the appoint- 
ment was made by Secretary of 
the Navy Knox at a Marine Corps 
headquarters press conference at- 
tended by Holcomb and Vande- 
grift. 

Holcomb reached the normal re- 
tirement age of 64 last August, 
but President Roosevelt requested 
that he remain in his present post 
until the end of this year. 

Vandegrift, at 56, is a veteran 
of 34 years of service in the Ma- 
rines, 

He was in the southwest Pacific 
fighting at the time the President 
decided to appoint him comman.- 
dant. He started back home, but 
upon reaching Honolulu, was 
ordered to go back to the Bou- 
gainville area to command the 
landing operations there. This, it 


‘-|was explained today, was made 


necessary because of the accident- 
al death of Major General Charles 
Barrett, who originally had been 
assigned to command the Marine 
landing operation. 

It was Vandegrift who led the 
Marines ashore in the first big 
land offensive of the Pacific, at 
Guadalcanal a year ago last sum- 
mer.
